The Marxian principle holds true that the, prevailing 
mode of production and' exchange determines the- character of 
the general organization in a given society. Thus the 
pioneer British capitalist society, based upon the private , 
ownership of industry and the exploitation .of the workers, 1 
forecast the type which, with only minor variations, - came 
later to be developed by' the whole capitalist world. Its, 
parliamentary democracy, rampant patriotism, robot-like 
education of the masses, reformist . trade unionism, . etc . , 
fitted naturally .into the capitalist scheme of things every- 
where « ... 

By the same principle, the Soviet Union now forecasts 
the general outlines of the new social order that .the world 
is 'approaching. The Soviet, system was not an invention. Its 
basic institutions arose naturally' from the economic and 
political necessities of workers and peasants freeing themselves 
from capitalist exploitation. Thus, for the United States as 
well as other countries, the Soviet Union, is a plain indicator 
of the society that is to be, taking into, account minor. varia- 
tions for special conditions in the several lands. It fore- 
shadows the broad lines along which the future Soviet America 
will develop , Here our task is not- to work out all the details 
of an. American Soviet system^ as that would exceed the scope of- 
this book, but to trace out, upon the basis of actual experience 
to "date, the general structure and workings of such a- regime. 

From capitalism to Communism, through the intermediary 
stage of Socialism^ that is the .way .American society, like 
society in general, is headed. It represents the main line, of 
march. of the human raee\to the next higher social stage in its 
historical advance. It is the trend to which all the economic, 
political and social forces of today are contributing. 

The American revolution, when the workers have finally . 
seized power, will develop even -more swiftly in all its phases than 
has the Russ.ian revolution. This is becaiise in the United States 
objective conditions are more ripe for revolution than they were 
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in old Russia© In his work s Imperialism* Lenin states? 

^Capitalism* in its imperialist phase , arrives at 
the threshold of the complete socialization of pro- 
duction* To some extent it causes the capitalists, 
whether they like it or not 9 to enter a new social 
order * which marks the transition from free competi« 
tion to the socialization. of production* Production 
becomes social*, but appropriation remains private* 
The social means of production remain the private 
property of a few*"' 

This means that in such a highly-industrialized country 
as the United States the industrial base for Socialism is al~ 
ready at hando The great problem before the workers is to get 
the political power » The Russian workers * however * not only had 
to conquer power but also to build a great industrial system 0 
At the Eighth Congress of Soviets } in 1920 * Lenin declared that* 
l *Coimmmism is the Soviet power plus the electrification of the 
country*"' In the United States , the problem of the American 
working class in achieving Socialism may be summed up* as Browder 
has put it* as the present American industrial technique plus 
Soviets o 

Besides this more favorable industrial base* American 
workers j> once in control, will have other advantages which will 
greatly speed the tempo of revolutionary development e These 
are s first* the vast experience accumulated in "the Russian re- 
volution* and* second, the practical assistance of the Soviet 
governments existing at the time of the American revolution* 
These are enormous advantages* As for the Russian workers* they 
were pioneers blazing the revolutionary trail * They had to work 
out for themselves a maze of unique problems and to struggle 
against a whole hostile capitalist world* The sum of all which' 
is that the period of transition from capitalism to Socialism 
in the United Soviet States will be much shorter and easier than 
in the UoSoS 0 R 0 

THE AMERICAN SOVIET GOVERNMENT 

When the American working class actively enters the 
revolutionary path of abolishing capitalism it will orientate 
upon the building of Soviets* not upon the adaptation of the 
existing capitalist government* Capitalist governments have 
nothing in common with proletarian governments * They are es- 
pecially constructed throughout to maintain the rulership of 
the bourgeoisie* In the revolutionary struggle they are smashed 
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and Soviet governments: established* built according to the 
requirements of the toiling masses * 

The building of Soviets is begun not after the revolu- 
tion but before* When the eventual revolutionary crisis becomes 
acute the workers begin the establishment of Soviets o The 
Soviets are not only the foundation of the future Workers' State* 
but also the main instruments to mobilize the masses for revolu- 
tionary struggle o The decisions of the Soviets are enforced by 
the armed Red Guard of the workers and peasants and by the direct 
seizure of the industry through factory committees * A. revolu- 
tionary American working class will follow this general course* 
which is the way of proletarian revolution* 

The American Soviet government will be organized along 
the broad lines of the Russian Soviets « Local Soviets * the. base 
of the whole Soviet State* will be established in all cities * 
towns and villages • Local Soviets combine in themselves the 
legislative* executive and judicial functions D Representation* 
based on occupation instead of residence and proper ty, comes 
directly from the shops $ mines * farms * schools * workers" or- 
ganizations * army*, navy * etc* The principle of recall of re- 
presentatives applies throughout o Citizenship is restricted to 
those who do useful work* capitalists * landlords * clericals and 
other non«producers being disfranchised* 

The local Soviets will be combined by direct representa- 
tion into county 5 state* and national Soviets . The national 
Soviet government* with its capital in Chicago or some other 
great industrial center* will consist of a Soviet Congress* made 
up of local delegates and meeting annually* or as often as need 
be* to work out the general policies of the government 0 Between 
its meetings the government will be carried on by a broad Central 
Executive Committee* meeting every few months * This C^EoCo will 
elect a small Presidium and a Council of Commissars* r.ade up of 
the heads of the various government departments 9 who will carry 
on the day-to-day work* 

The American Soviet government will join with the other 
Soviet governments in a world Soviet Union* There will also be* 
very probably* some form of continental union* The American 
revolution will doubtless carry with it all those countries of 
the three Americas that have not previously accomplished the 
revolution 

The Soviet court system will be simple* speedy and 
direct o The judges* chosen by the corresponding Soviets* will 
be responsible to them* The Supreme Court* instead of being 
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dictatorial and virtually legislative, as in the /United States, 
will be purely juridical and entirely under the control of the C<,E o 0 e 
The civil and criminal codes will be simplified, the aim being to 
proceed directly and quickly to a correct decision In the acute 
stages of the revolutionary struggle special courts to fight the 
counter-revolution will probably be necessary<> The pest of law- 
yers will be abolishedo The courts will be class <~courts, definite*- 
ly warring against the class enemies of the toilers « They will 
make no hypocrisy like capitalist courts , which, while pretending 
to deal out equal justice to all classes, in reality are instru- 
ments of the capitalist State for the repression and exploitation 
of the toiling masses « 

The American Soviet government will be the dictatorship 
of the proletariate In Chapter II we explained this dictatorship 
as the revolutionary government of the workers and toiling farm- 
ers c In the proletarian dictatorship the working class is the 
leader by virtue of its revolutionary program, superior organi- 
zation and greater numbers o Towards the farmers, the attitude 
of the government will vary from an open alliance ttfith the poor 
farmers and cooperation with the middle farmers , to open hosti- 
lity against the big, exploiting landowners e Towards the city 
intelligentsia and petty bourgeoisie generally , 7 its attitude 
will be one of friendliness and cooperation, insofar as these ' 
elements break with the old order and support the new* The new 
Workers v government, as part of its task of building Socialism, 
necessarily will have to hold firmly in che£k the counter-revolu- 
tionary elements who seek to overthrow or sabotage the new regime 0 
To suppose that the powerful American capitalist class and its 
vast numbers of hangers-on will tamely submit to the loss of their 
power to the workers would be to ignore the whole history of that 
class 0 The mildness or severity of the repressive measures used 
by the workers to liquidate this class politically will depend 
directly upon the character of the latter 8 s resistance* While 
the whole trend of the revolutionary workers is against violence, 
they always have an iron fist for counter-revolution* 

In order to defeat the class enemies of tho revolution, 
the counter -revolutionary intrigues within the United States and 
the attacks of foreign capitalist countries from without, the 
proletarian dictatorship must be supported by the organized armed 
might of the workers, soldiers, local militia, etc e In the early 
stages of the revolution, even before the seizure of power, the 
workers will organize the Red Guard* Later of this loosely con- 
structed body becomes developed into a firmly«lmit, well«=*discip e > 
lined Red Army, 




The leader of the revolution in all its stages is 
the Communist Party 0 With its, main base among the industrial 
workers,, the Party makes a bloc with the revolutionary farmers, 
and impoverished city petty bourgeoisie* drawing under its 
general leadership such revolutionary groups and organizations 
as these classes may have 0 Under the dictatorship all the 
capitalist parties — Republican* ' Democratic* Progressive 5 
Socialist * etc — will be liquidated* the Communist party 
functioning alone as the Party of the toiling masses* Like- 
wise* will be dissolved all other organizations that are 
political props of the bourgeois rule* including chambers of 
commerce a employers » associations* rotary clubs* American Legion* 
Y*Mo-CoAop and such fraternal orders as the Masons* Odd Fellows* 
Elks =, Knights of Columbus* etc 0 

A Soviet government will provide the workers and poor 
farmers with the political, instrument necessary to defend their 
interests o The whole purpose of such a government will be to 
advance the welfare of those who do useful work* This is not the 
case with the present government of the United States 0 Tt is 
dominated by the Morgans, Mellons and other big bankers and in- 
dustrialists o Its function is to protect the interests of the 
capitalist class « in first line finance capital «- at the ex- 
pense of the working masses 0 Every piece of legislation* every 
strike* every demonstration of the unemployed illustrates this 
afresh e In no matter what field* wherever the interests of the 
workers are involved* they find the powers of the government 
arrayed against them* The American government is as much the 
property of the capitalists as their mills* mines, factories and 
lando Only a Soviet government can and will represent the will 
of the workers o 

The establishment of an American Soviet government will 
mark the birth of real democracy in the United States* For- the 
first time the toilers will be free 5 with industry and the govern- 
ment in their own hands * low they are enslaved? the industries 
and the government are the property of the ruling class 0 The 
right to vote and all the current talk about democracy are only 
so many screens to hide the capitalist autocracy and to make it 
more palatable to the masses 0 Consider the economic and political 
gulf between the Southern textile workers slaving for j$ a week 
and the rich Southern capitalists!? between the hungry unem- 
ployed workers in the Northern cities and the fat capitalist 
parasite masters lolling the Winters through at Palm. Beach % 
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between the semi-slave Negroes in the South and their ex> 
ploitersj between the outrageous treatment visited upon Mooney 
and Billings 5 Sacco and Vanaetti and many other class war 
prisoners and the protection given to the Palls , Daughertys 
and the whole clique of capitalist robbers of the poor - then 
one gets the true measure of the American capitalist "democracy" 
and "'freedom* w Embassador Gerard blurted out the truth that 
the American government is a capitalist dictatorship when he 
declared that £9 bankers and captains of industry are the real 
rulers of the United States »

DELIVERED AT MEETING OF NATIONAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OP JLC

In February* 191+9* at the national convention of the 
Jewish Labor Comr^ittee^ a* survey of the condition of Jews 
in countries behind the lt: Iron Curtain" was presented to the 
delegates * In that study we pointed out that liquidation 
threatens " the Jewish communities in all the countries 
dominated by Soviet power* A year lias gone by and we deem 
it advisable to bring to public attention a report of what 
has happened to Jewish life in the same countries since our 
original survey was published* 

Our conclusion is? While for most of the people living 
under the Soviet Regime that reign means impoverishment $ 
slavery and moral degradation^, for the Jews and the Jewish 
groups it spells thorough spiritual annihilation as well* 
The national liquidation of the Jewish populations in Com 
munis t ^dominated countries is now proceeding with an iron 
hando 

SOVIET RUSSIA 

According to the last Soviet census of January 17 3 
1939* there were 3*020 ? Iiil Jews in the UoSoS*R* with the 
incorporation of the Baltic republics*, Eastern Poland and 
Bessarabia into the Soviet Union in 19l|.l, about 2<> 200^000 
persons were added to the Soviet- Jewish population,. Allow- 
ing for a slight natural increase P the grand total of Soviet 
Jews prior to Hitler "s attack on Russia in 19iil amounted 
to 5*300^000* At present* after Hitler *s mass extermination 
of Jews* the national strength of Jewry in Russia is estim« 
ated at 2 n 000 P 000 persons s which means that about 3 P 300*000 
were exterminated by Nazi legions ^ died in Siberia or were 
liquidated in concentration camps 0 

The campaign to exterminate Jewish national cultural 
life was officially launched by Ilya Ebrenburg, himself a 
Jew* on September 21st* 19k& 9 in the Communist newspaper* 
Pravdaj, in Moscow 0 

In January* 19lj-9* a pamphlet by the Soviet economist*. 
To Ao Genin* proclaimed that the aims of Jewish nationalism 
and Zionism are similar to the aims of reactionary capital-* 
■ism and American imperialism* In November* 19lj:8* Einikeit 5 



the only Yiddish newspaper published in Russia, was liquid- 
ated* 

During 19^9* almost all Yiddish literary figures* even 
through they were members of the Communist party, vanished*, 
The most outstanding of these were Itzik Feffer, Peretz 
Markish, David Bergelson, L* Kvitko* So Alkin and Nistor* 
Inquiries by American™ Jewish organizations at the Soviet 
embassy concerning the fate of these Yiddish literary figures 
have met a stone wall of silence.* When the Yiddish literary 
almanac, The Star* in the Ukraine* was closed, the reas.on 
given was that it ^cultivated Jewish national consciousness „ n 

Simultaneously, a drive started against all Jews who 
occupied important places in general Soviet life - the 
struggle against so-called "'cosmopolitanism* * Of all the 
so-called followers of "cosmopolitanism** who were liquidated^ 
about 2/3 were Jews* The most important of them were active 
in Soviet literature^ science, philosophy, history, the 
theatre, and included even special writers on sports matters* 
The Communist line was that Jews are landless, stateless and 
are not an integral part of Russia and her people, and that 
they are devoted to abstract Jewish nationalism, which is 
basically Jewish chauvinism., "Cosmopolitanism"', which was 
largely identified with Jewish national culture, was harshly 
castigatedo In particular*, Jewish literary figures were 
pictured as lifeless corpses, renegades, men wearing traitor's 
masks and were accused of playing up. the "cosmopolitan idea 
of the existence of a world-wide Jewish literature and of 
putting Soviet writers on a par with burned-out business men 
of America and Palestine* 

During the year, concrete signs of anti-Semitism emergedo 
In a very prominent position among those attacked were persons 
who had Jewish names , and who for years had been writing under 
Soviet pseudonyms* In numerous instances the Russian names 
were followed by the original Jewish names in parentheses « 

The worst, however, that the Jews had to go through, in 
19i|9 was the mass deportation to Siberia of Jews from the 
Ukraine, Eastern Galicia, Bukovina, Bessarabia and the Baltic 
states* Some 30,000 Jews were deported from the City of 
Lemburg, alone* Very little information about this forced • 
exodus has reached the outside world* American relatives' 
of some of these victims have given up hope of locating them* 
Letters are returned with a notation that the whereabouts of 
the addressee are ^unknown* w . 

During the course' of the last- twelve months, the Communist 
legend of a Jewish republic in Birobidzhan has dissolved in 



thin air* The Birobidzhan territory in the Par East has been 
completely cut off from Russia herself 0 Even non-Russian 
Communist journalists are not permitted to visit that terri- 
tory, jfcll hopes for Jewish settlement in Birobidzhan have 
been destroyed* In all the years of its existence* only a 
small number of non-Soviet Jews* all together 73k persons^ 
were reported to have come there. According to conservative 
estimates , only about 23,000 Jews in all were present in the 
Birobidzhan region in 1939* According to all available in- 
formation, the idea of Jewish mass settlement in Birobidzhan 
was a complete failure „ 

In Soviet Russia today there is not a shred of Jewish 
cultural life remaining. All Jewish institutions and or- 
ganizations,, including the Yiddish press and Jewish publish- 
ing houses,, have been liquidated,, The Hussif ication of the 
Jewish population has been carried out with an iron hand. 
All contact between Soviet Jews and Jews in the Western 
world was destroyed. In Hussia today, Israel is considered 
an American-British colony <uid sympathy for its constructive 
efforts is ruthlessly suppress ed 0 

Very few Jews have remained in government employe. 
Heedless to say* the emigration of Jews from Russia is 
strictly forbidden and correspondence with relatives abroad 
Is most dangerous. The two million Jew® in present day 
Russia are on the precipice of spiritual annihilation* 

POLAND 

Officially^ there are between 50^000 and 70*000 Jews in 
Poland today. Though their economic condition is not worse ' 
than the plight of the general Polish population* their nat- 
ional cultural life has in 19k9 been subjected to a savage 
liquidation similar in intensity and form to that in Soviet 
Russia. Though the destruction is not going on as brutally 
as in Russia 0 the direction is the same and we are rapidly 
approaching the complete liquidation of the Jewish community 
in Poland » J 

All Jewish economic institutions s c o operatives built 
mainly with American- Jewish financial resources* were taken 
over by the government. The Central Committee of Folish Jews, 
which included all Jewish groups - Zionists ^ Bundists, Com- 
munists and religious- jews* 5 was converted into a thoroughly 
Communistic institution The Jewish Central Committee of 
Poland^ though formally still in existence, has been taken 
over by the Communists and has become a caricature of its for-' 
mer self. The Jewish District Committees were dissolved* 



Simultaneously* all Jewish political organizations were 
liquidated* On January 16, 191+9*, the Jewish Socialist Party* 
the Bund* was forced to merge with the Jex^ish section of • the 
Communist Party* Following this* all Zionist groups and 
Jewish religious organizations were smashed,, and many prominent 
Jewish religious leaders escaped from Poland* 

The relief efforts of the American Joint Distribution 
Committee. 0*ZoE* and partly of the 0RT 5 were declared illegal; 

The Yiddish schools were subjected to the same treatment* 
All studies above the Fifth Grade in the Jewish schools s, nay 
henceforth be conducted only in the Polish language* In the 
school year 19ij.8-lj.9s there were still 25 Jewish- schools' with 
an enrollment of 3*086 pupils* At the beginning of the .school 
year X9ii-9*-50 J) these schools were taken over by the government* 
Similar treatment was accorded to all Hebrew schools* A few 
minor Jewish papers are still allowed to publish and there 
remain 39 libraries* cultural clubs and 6 Jewish orchestras 
in Polandp which are all. on the verge of destruction* 

At the beginning of 19if-9p the government announced that 
P : olish Jews will be allowed to immigrate to Israel* and close 
to 30*000 Jews registered for emigration* The Jewish communist 
press 9 however 9 simultaneously launched a vicious campaign 
against this exodus* describing the Jews who wanted to emigrate 
as traitors to Poland* This campaign of intimidation served ■ 
to halt the registration «->nd only a small number of Jews have 
to date succeeded in leaving the country* 

In January of this year a leaders of the Jewish communists* 
Mo Mirsky and S* Sachariash* declared at a Jewish meeting in 
the City of Lodz that fr the Jews in Poland will not be misled 
by Jewish nationalism* They will not submit to the agitation 
to go to Israel where cultural annihilation and unemployment 
awaits them* W: 

Insecurity^ loneliness , homelessness and forced assimi- 
lation are the lot of the remaining tens of thousands -of Jews 
who are compelled to remain under Soviet Communist domination- 
in Poland today* 

RTJMAKIA 

About 350 * 000 Jews are in Rumania today — this being the 
largest Jewish population in Europe^ after Russia* The eco- 
nomic plight of the Jews in Rumania is most difficult* with 
80$ of them not being self-sustaining* Most of them are 
selling whatever possessions they have left in order to el© out 



a miser able existence « Jews can find employment only upon 
Joining the Jewish section of the Communist party* Most Jews' 
in pre-War Rumania were engaged in trade ? and under the new 
regime have been completely declassedo 

The destruction of Jewish communal life has been proceeding 
at a rapid pace* Jewish non<~Coramunist communal leaders have 
been eliminated* In March* 19^9* 'the American Joint Distribution 
Committee office in Bukovina was ordered to close its doors* 
This was followed by similar orders to om and OoZoE* The 
possessions of these organisations were turned over to the 
ao-ealled Federation of Religious Communities^ which- is fully 
controlled by the Communist Party* 

In April* 19k9$ 2$6 charity institutions were liquidated* 
including orphanages., children s homes and 19 Jewish hospitals , 
At the beginning of X9l^9*> 3p000 Jews were in prisons in Bukovina 
province*. By the end of 19k9» some 11*000 Jews had been incar- 
cerated in Rumania on the so-called pretext of Speculation and 
Zionist propaganda o tl: 

In Junes 19lf.9 a there were 69 Jewish elementary schools and 
23 Eights choolSg with a student body of 13 5 000 and a teaching 
personnel of 1*000* By August 19i|.9 s all these educational in- 
stitutions had been taken over by the government* Opposition to 
the liquidation of the Jewish language in the schools was penal- 
ized as an act of sabotage against the State* 

in order to abolish Jewish religious life, these institutions 
were turned over to Jewish Communists who over-night became the 
so-called religious leaders* The conduct of religious rituals 
was punished severely and Communist dogma took their place. In 
one instance* twenty-eight Jews were arrested at a Jewish wedding 
because they sang Hatikvah* the Jewish national anthem* Under , 
the leadership of a Communis t s Mareelle Fisher 9 a Jewish organi- 
zation to fight religious customs and ritual was organized* 
Young Jewish Communists were given instructions to invade synagogues 
and force the people to join them in singing the Rumanian national 
Anthem* 

The dream of Russian Jewry today is to leave their country 
of birth* In January^ 19l}-9a the Rumanian government agreed to 
permit 3*000 Jews to emigrate^ and then withdrew this permission* 
All Zionist organizations were forced to go out of existence and 
immigration to Israel is considered by the government . as' ' tt an anti- 
national act* 1 * Illegal emigration through Hungary to the displaced 
persons camps in Austria is practically impossible* as the guards 
have orders to shoot* on sights anyone who attempts to flee the 
country© 



Jewish communal life in Rumania is. on the brink of physical 
and material extinctions 

r fhe rapid nationalization of the economy in Hungary has actually 
brought Jewish economic life to catastrophe <> Prior to the War, 
Jewish wealth in Hungary amounted to about one and a half billion' 
dollar b 9 which was confiscated by the Communist government*) Many 
Jewish government employees were fired because of the general ap- 
peasement policy which .the' Communist government has been pursuing 
towards-, undemocratic and anti-Semitic elements in the country© 
Jews have how been eliminated from positions in the Communist 
Party* 

A particularly notorious case of discrimination and injustice 
against Jews is the episode of the "'gold train *% a 'train loaded 
with gold* jewelry aid precious things which the Hortliy govern- 
ment had shipped out of the country during the last days of its 
rule 0 American authorities in Germany seized this 5,T gold train* 1, 
and discovering that a rather important part of the precious 
cargo had been looted from the Jews s returned the whole property 
to the Hungarian governments which promised to restore the valu- 
ables to their former owners » 

3?he Communist government* however fl kept the entire treasure^ 
On January 26 9 19l' r 9* Per ens Yeshensky, the director of the Hun- 
garian National Bank* declared that the items in the train were 
not the property of Jews,* as most of these items had fascist 
inscriptions o We have since learned from former high Hungarian 
officials now in exile* that these Nazi inscriptions were made 
by the Communist government itself, in order to deny the valid 
Jewish claims o 

$he same pattern of destruction of Jewish religious and 
cultural life as observed in Russia* Poland and Rumania reoeated 
itself in Hungary o All Jewish schools under the direction of 
the Jewish community were nationalised and the teaching of Hebrew 
was outlawed* Non-Jewish CTommunists have replaced the Jewish 
teachers in the school system* Jewish pupils are forced to 
attend school on Saturday and the government ordered all Jewish 
shops and places of business to remain open on Saturday^ Poli- 
tical spies and informers have been placed in synagogues and . 
wherever Jewish ceremonies are held <, 

At the beginning of 19i|9* the Zionist organization was

Only 55s 000 of a pre«War Jewish population of 360^000 
remained in Czechoslovakia after V« Eo Pay* By September 9 
19l\.9 s there were only between 18^,000 and 20 5 000 Jews residing 
there o Their economic plight is a difficult one* All hopes 
for restoration of their former possessions have been dis- 
solved in thin air* Nationalization deprived the Jews of 
their former means of livelihoodo Antl«Semitic excesses are 
not a rarity ^ the most violent having taken place, on August 
20th i9 191^9,9 during a demonstration in Bra t as lava ^ in Slovakia*, 

Qz echo Slovak ia p like Rvtssia and the other satellites t 
had at the beginning given support to Israel* It should be 
under scored^ however f that the Czech government has for its 
shipment of arms to Israel during the latter fl s war with the 
Arabs $ been well paid* The- campaign against Israel was com~ 
menced about Sept ember 9 19l|8*> and was followed by the liquid- 
ation of Zionist groups and the arrest of Zionist leaders 0 

At the beginning of 19k&s> an understanding was reache.d 
between Czechoslovakia and Israel to allow 20 ? 000 Jews , to 
immigrate to Israel within a period of thi-'ee to four months o 
This agreement was not. kept by the Czech government and only 
a small group of Czech Jews succeeded in leaving the country* 
The Ozeeh government also halted the practice of issuing 
transit visas for Jewish refugees from Rumania* 

The remaining Jewish population in Czechoslovakia is in 
agony j, as their hopes for survival in their country of' origin 
have been shatter ed« They are rapidly dying behind the bars

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JMISH LIFE BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN 
AND IN WESTERN EUROPE

A year ago^, at the Jewish Labor Committee conference held in 
Asbury Parkp Jacob Pat reported on Jewish life in countries behind 
the iron Curtain» .This report was greeted with great inter est s not 
only on the part of the delegates, but by the general public as well* 
The report told of the growing tendency to liquidate all forms of 
Jewish life — » a process which took different form in each of the 
countries in question* In Poland and Rumania during 19li7~19l|.8 s for 
instance*, a certain measure of caution was exerted^ and the tempo 
was not too rapid* . whereas ' in Russia, the liquidation of all forms 
of Jewish spiritual life was drastic and complete* Today ? not a 
sign of "'Jewish life 1 " remains in the Soviet Union* 

• Jewish Culture in the USSR 

There was a time when the Soviet Union boasted that under its 
wing* Jewish culture could develop* In the early years of Soviet- 
ization 9 there sprung up in White Russia and the Ukraine^ a' net of 
s-chools where Yiddish was the language of instruction* It was 
estimated that at that time about l£0*000 children attended these 
Jewish elementary schools %' in addition, there were also a number 
of Intermediate and higher schools in the Jewish school system* 

In 1927? when Stalinism was complete* there/began a, trend to- 
ward the dissolution of the Jewish elementary and high schools© 
By 1932 there was almost no restige left of Jewish schools 0 The 
explanation advanced by the Government — or rather by its Jewish 
spokesmen—was that, the parents themselves were to blame since they 
preferred to give their children a general Russian education, ra- 
ther than a Jewish, one* ¥e 9 however $ know that this is sheer 
f abrication 5 since^ if the parents had preferred a Russian educa.- 
tion fl they would not have previously sent their children to the 
Jewish schools* .'In 1926 and 1927? parents were given the choice 
of school to which they could send their children the general 
or the Jewisho The best proof we have that Jews wished their child- 
ren to have a Jewish education is the fact that lgO g O0O ^c hildren, • 
did attend the Jewish schools » The right to choose was- ^m^ar i l^^TT 
taken from the parents when the Soviet Government clos^i/ig^f ^ftm ~ 
Jewish institutions* .'. OCT 3 \%2 
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In 1932' almost no Jewish schools remained in the large cities 
of White Russia and the Ukraine where the Jewish masses are settledo 

Nevertheless * other aspects of Jewish culture were still re- 
tained* Yiddish newspapers and periodicals appeared* there were 
still a number of Yiddish .publishing houses and two hi gh- schools -~ 
one in Moscow and one in Kiev*' 

■ Puring the first two decades of the Soviet regime, an impres- 
sive number of Yiddish writers appeared on the scene and though • 
their work' was purely tendencious* they nevertheless created a sign- 
ificant Yiddish library of literature 0 Had they had a free rein to 
express, themselves as they wished there can be no question that these 
new writers could greatly have enriched Jewish cultural life the 
world over* 

By the end of 1939 when Stalin had made his- pact with Hitler* 
Jewish spiritual life in the Soviet Union was considerably reduced — 
not by any official decree^ but more through unofficial strictures * 
The Yiddish press could not react to the Nazi persecution of Jews 
in Germany s nor could it comment on Hitler's plan to destroy and 
degrade Jewry in the eyes of the world* The lips of Yiddish writers 
were practically, sealed* This situation continued until Hitler at- 
tacked the Soviet Union 0 

Jewish expression in the USSR now became somewhat freer * ^he 
government itself was interested to establish Jewish committees to 
combat Hitlerism* The Jewish Antifascist Committee was- even per- 
mitted to establish contact with Jewish communities abroad* par tic- 
ularly with the large American Jewish community... . Jewish commis- 
sions from the United. States were permitted -to visit the Soviet 
Union and* in turn, delegations from the' Soviet Union were sent to 
foster a closer bond with Soviet Jewry » All the Yiddish writers in 
the USSR began to write on Jewish national, themes * Old Jewish tra- 
ditions were eulogized in verse* Jewish holidays were observed and 
orthodox Jews were permitted to attend synagogue services* 'This 
spirit prevailed until 19k7<> 

For the past 3 to if. years* the USSR has reverted to its old 
theory that. Jews must assimilate* that- as a people they must di sap- 
pear 0 Today the Yiddish printed word is a thing of the pas to The "■ 
last Yiddish newspaper; u Einikeit ,r s has disappeared and the publish- 
ing house* closed* All Jewish leaders and Yiddish writers 1 have been 
brutally- liquidated* Even Itzik Feffer* Stalin^ favorite* who 
never failed to sing the, praises of his. Government * s acts— even the 
most brutal— and who cleaved most closely to the Communist Party 
line* even he has disappeared and it is now believed that he was 
shot* A similar fate may have met Bergelson 5 Nisster* Peretz 
Markiseh and many* many others«»al though no definite information 



is available* They may now be languishing in the Soviet 'prisons 
and. slave- labor camps o - 

Thus* Jewish spiritual and cultural life in the TT*S«S«R* -is 
being supressed with an iron hand and has completely vanished* ■ 

Anti-Semitism in the UpS^^R o 

There was a day when all communists and f ell ow- travelers 
boasted that the only country where anti-Semitism does not exists, 
because it is forbidden by law* is the Soviet Union, Whenever 
an incident or an outbreak did occur * these same people claimed, 
justifiably, that the Soviet government' was not to blame* But 
times have changed and now the Soviet Government itself, together 
with its representatives* help 1 to spread the scrouge of anti- 
S emit ism in the .country « All of its injustices are carefully veiled 
and sanctified in the name of the U 0 S & S" o R* ' 

Soviet writers and political leaders who had changed their 
w too Jewish" names, and had strayed from the official Stalin-line - 
path 5 were openly condemned in the press and over the radio* and 
in each case were designated by their former names so that the 
Russian people might know that' these renegades were Jews, ' Cer- 
tainly* the word ."'jew" was never mentioned, but it was sufficient 
to call a man Rabinowitch and to add that these Rabinowitches are 
cosmopolitans who have no fatherland and can thus not be as loyal 
as can the true Russian nationals. Due. to the world-situation and 
to the cold war being waged against the -democracies * the j Soviet 
Government wanted to strengthen the patriotism of its own people* 
and in order to accomplish this resorted— though in a slightly mild- 
er fashion— to the same means employed in Germany by Hitler, using 
Jews as the official scape~goat 0 People coming from Russia recent» 
ly have told us the great general" dread in which the Jews. of Russia 
live* because of this new policy of the government • 

BIRO-BIDJAN 

.In 1926, Michael Kalinin*' president of the TToS*S»R» proclaim** 
ed Biro»Bidjan as a Jewish autonomy -For /several decades this has 
served to symbolize Russias* magnanimity to the Jews in its midst* 
Not only was Jewish culture flourishing, not only were -tens of ' 
thousands of Jews settled on hugh tracts of land in White Russia ■" 
and the Ukraine, but here . Jews were. given their own land,; their own 
state* Millions of dollars were contributed by , Jews all over the 
world, .and in the United States the. Jewish Welfare 'Funds also sent 
money for Biro-Bid Jan. Jewish communists, organized campaigns of 
work* collected money, in the street, made the round of Jewish homes- — 
all' for Biro-Bid jaru m Russia* Jews were forcibly transported to 
that distant and bare wilderness * How much energy* hope and 
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propaganda was expended on the Biro-Bidjan movement. But we, the 
Jewish socialists s were aware of the swindle beingperpetrated* And 
today, the Soviet government itself has abandoned Biro-Bid jan as 
a Jewish state and Biro-Bidjan agencies all over the world have been 
dissolved,, 

Jewish farm areas in the Ukraine, particularly in the Crimean 
and Kherson districts , which had been built up before the war by 
the millions furnished with monies sent by the joint Distr icution 
Committee and the ORT, were abandoned right after the war solely 
because of governmental distrust of collectives where the life and 
culture would, of necessity , be Jewish* 

The Translocation of Jews 

During the period. of the Stalin«Hitler pact, the Jewish popu- 
lation was translocated from Bialistok and Lemberg (and the surroun- 
ding areas) and exiled to Siberia'.. The excuse furnished, at . that 
time, was that Jewish merchants and tradesmen were being shifted to 
areas where they would be more productive i After World War 1T S Jews 
were cleared out of Minsk and Kovno, and out of Lativa and Esthonia 
and sent to the furthest corners of Russia, I^e*, Siberia* No' offi- 
cial explanation for this has ever been forthcoming,, Reports have 
reached us of the forcible translocation of Jews from areas which 
they had inhabited for generations „ Letters in the hundreds, ad- 
dressed to Jews in Odessa, Minsk, .Kiev, Moghilev and other large 
Jewish centers, return to the senders officially stamped "'addressee 
not foundo™ 

Jewish life in the Tjf*SoSoRo is a saga of misery and persecution 
and of exile to Siberia* Those who have the courage to protest are 
sent to concentration camps » Jews are dying out physically in the 
Soviet union and spiritually their life is nil* 

What Can the Jewish Labor Committee Do ? 

The leaders and members of the Jewish Labor Committee realize 
how helpless they are* Nevertheless, we, must not. resign ourselves, 
no matter how futile the situation may appear, but must do whatever, 
we can e Today, more than ever? "'the rescue of a single Jew is as 
though one saved' the world* " ; 

The United Nations has a special investigating Commission which 
fights against slave labor » It has voiced its protest against the 
TJoSo3o.Ro for keeping millions of people in concentration camps where- 
they work under the most shocking and inhuman conditions • The 
death toll in these camps' is terrific, and there is no reason why 
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we should not appeal to the United Nations to protest against this 
extermination of our people in the UoSoS <,Ro The United Nations 
must make a thorough investigation of the misery of Jews living in 
the Soviet Union and of the physical and spiritual destruction of ' 
our people * The United States Department of State has accumulated 
enough material to substantiate our accusations » We must insist 
that the United Nations include in its agenda the question of Soviet 
Jewry* which is gradually being destroyed* 

Rumania 



Anti-Semitism has always prevailed in Rumania? nevertheless^ 
prior to the War (WoWdl), its Jewish population led an independent 
spiritual and economic existence 0 During the war 5 Rumanian Jews 
suffered greatly- -at the hands of the Rumanian anti-Semites and at 
the hands of the Nazi occupation forces. Hundreds of thousands 
ended their days in the concentration camps in Transnistria * De- 
spite this s when peace was declared and Rumania became one of the 
Soviet satellite states- , 3$0 3 000 Jews still remained* 

According to the official proclamation of the Rumanian Com- 
munist government 5 full restitution of property was to be made to 
the Jewish population—but like all Soviet decrees , this remained 
a- law only on paper * Of 16*000 Jewish-owned buildings in Budapest* 
only lj.*000 were restored to their rightful owners . Nevertheless p 
during 19ij.6 and 19^7 Jewish life began to resume normally and Jews 
were again participating in the economy of the country* Spirit- 
ually 0 there was a strong upsurge 0 Jewish schools 9 synagogues / 
newspapers 9 theatres , all resumed activities , and Jewish life once 
again throbbed and livedo 

In 19ij.8 the Rumanian Communist governments under Soviet pres- 
sure* began its nationalization program,. The Jewish population lost 
its status as had been the case in the UoSoS'*R<, in 1926~27 5 a year 
or two after the New "Economic Plan had been abandoned., 

When the nationalization program was instituted, the Rumanian 
Government felt that Jews could best serve the country by supervis- - 
ing the implementation of the new policy in factories and businesses* 
With no other choice* Jews threw themselves wholeheartedly into the 
nationalization project* Hundreds of thousands, joined the Communist 
Party* not out of conviction but out of fear that this was their only 
insurance against starvation* - 

It is characteristic that many of those Jews who were unable ■ 
to conform or who had not been drawn into the nationalization pro- 
cess were promptly declared, enemies of the p'eople and more than 
35*000 were exiled to the concentration camps' of Siberia • 



Anti -Semi t ism had not died in Rumania^, nor had the Communist 
government considered it necessary to conduct a fight against it* 
When the Communist Party was consolidated in January^ ' February and 
March of 1950s 190 ^ 000 members were expelled 5 of that number, 
68 s 000^ were Jews* The Rumanian Communist Party today is almost 
completely purged of its Jewish members 0 • The lot of the expelled 
Jews is tragic* They are neither fit for farm work P nor will they 
long be permitted to work in factories a The fate which faces them 
is ultimate starvation^ 

At one time^ the Government permitted emigration to Israel^, • 
and had even an understanding to that effect with the Israeli 
government* Thousands of Jews were permitted to leave the country* 
But now that the official attitude toward Israel is no longer friend- 
ly and Zionism is regarded as a tool of British and. American imper- 
ialism, a stop has been put to the emigration* Jews who were for- 
merly affiliated with Zionist organizations- are harshly treat ed$ 
imprisoned and regarded as enemies of the people* Those who had 
made applications for migration to Israel at a time when the step 
was sanctioned but whose permits had unfortunately not been granted 
before the official Voltefaceg are now in same position as former 
Zionists o 

In the past two years all Jewish schools s> synagogues and news~ 
p^ ers have been closed down and Rumania is following the pattern 
established by the Soviet Union*»«the spiritual and physical destruc- 
tion of its Jewish population 

However strongly barricaded Runania may be behind the Iron 
Curtain ? hundreds 9 if not thousands , of Jews still manage to es- 
cape , taking their lives into their hands to steal across hated 
borders 0 

The Jewish Labor Committee has helped and must continue to 
help our unfortunate brothers and sisters to escape from this 
living hello A great number of those who escaped Rumania are now 
living in Prance « Our means are too limited to permit us to render 
them much material aid 9 but we stand prepared to serve them in any 
way that we possibly can 0 

Poland 

After the ¥ar p about 230^000 Jews wandered back to Polai d 
and if' conditions were more or less normal in that country*, we 
could certainly count on .a Jewish population of more than 300*000,, 
The Jews who returned from the -concentration camps and from Soviet 
Russia found that life proved too hard for them in Poland and they 
could not remains, Today 9 there are no more than 5>0j,000 Jews left 
there* They left* not only because anti-Semitism was still rife 
in Poland nor because they were horrified by the scenes which met 
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them in the cities and towns of their birth, but also because the 
Cfommunist regime threatened their very right to live as free people 0 

Even as late as 1950 , 25,000 Jews left Poland by legal and 
illegal means e When the Polish government realized the mass scope 
of the illegal emigration, it adopted extreme measures against the 
would-be escapees o 

Foiand also had an agreement with Israel to permit Jews to 
emigrate there <> But the emigration has now been bannedo Zionism 
is a crime and treason, and Israel is a hated country* True, 
diplomatic relations with Israel are maintained, but in general , 
Israel is regarded as a country ideologically bound with the United 
States and Great Britain,, 

The Jewish community , its cultural institutions and its re- 
ligious activities , have been placed under the supervision of Jewish 
communists , whose policy is communication of everything 0 We know 
from the past just what this entails 0 It means renunciation of 
everything that spells the Jewish spirito It will not be long be- 
fore theirs will be the same fate as that of Soviet and Rumanian 
Jewry ft 

Space does not permit a survey of the situation in Hungary 
and Czechoslovakia o Suffice it to say that life is no better fox* 
the jews there than it is in Rumania or Poland* 

Jewi sh life Jffl r ance 

Before the war, the Jewish population of Prance was about 
300 & 000o its a result of the Nasi occupation, half of this number 
were killed© In other w>rds s there should now be no more than 
150,000 Jews in Franc e, but statistics show us that the number is 
closer to 250,000* The additional 100,000 are Jews who fled from 
the other ttazi-occupied territories and came to France after the 
war in the hope of resuming normal lives » 

Were it not for the general unrest in Europe and the constant 
dread of war, the new Jewish communist in France would be more 
S'.ecureo Still, there are great expectations that of all the west- 
ern European Jewish communities, France* s will remain the largest,, 
Jews have entrenched themselves economically and lead an independ- 
ent, cultural lif e» Three Yiddish newspapers are published, as- 
well as a number of serious periodicals « A goodly number of Yiddish 
books appear, there are Jewish libraries which are daily visited 
by a large number of readers o There is also a Yiddish theatre* 
There are landsmanshaf ten and organizations of various kinds, like 
the Workmen's Circle, the Bund, Right or Left PoaleHSionists and 
any number of philanthropic bodies D This community has always 
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received the warmest support of the Jewish Labor Committee, which 
has done a great deal of work there Q Our four children's homes' 
are veritable models of Jewish educational and cultural institutions^ 
Every form of help rendered by the Jewish Labor Committee has con- 
tributed toward the strengthening of Jewish life in France <, 

Belgium

cently announced one for its Far linst 
command. 

.White-collar employment is opening 
up in commercial establishments such as 
banks, insurance companies, and depart- 
ment stores. Technicians arc being 
accepted in skilled jobs in plants and lab- 
oratories. Approximately 1,000 Negro 
students arc in the graduate and pro- 
fessional schools of such universities as 
Virginia, Texas, Oklahoma, and Arkan- 
sas, hitherto lily-white. A Negro judge 
sits on the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
ncxt-to-t he-highest court of the land. 
More than 70 Negroes arc faculty mem- 
bers in so-called "mixed" colleges and 
universities.

About noon of a late March day in 1931 two white women 
mill workers ctarribered abroad a freight train at Chatanooffa. with 
seven white men to hobo their way back home to HuntsviXle s 
Alabama * In doing this these two women started some thing— some- 
thing that has had its repercussions in every part of the civiliz- 
ed world 0 

What happened? Pieced together from the official trans- 
cript of the court trials which grew out of the episode and from 
the enormous mass of rumor which inevitably accompanies such a 
case 5 the facts are these* The freight train., half a mile or so 
in lengths sped along westward from Chattanooga towards Memphis e 
The two girls, dressed in men«s overalls s and their seven male 
companions occupied a gondola 0 

At Stevenson the human cargo of the freight train was 
materially augmented when twenty or thirty Negroes clambered 
aboardo A quarrel arose when s according to some of the Negroes 9 
one of the white men angrily shouted^ "You niggers get out of 
here e w The whites allege they were overpowered by the larger 
number of Negroes and thrown from the train? another story has 
it that there was no fight but that the white men hastily quitted 
the tra in s leaving the girls to whatever fate should befall theiru 
One of the whites who fled the train hurried back to Stevenson 
and telephoned the sheriff at Paint Rock^, the next town s of what 
had happened and asked that he stop the train and arrest the 
Negroes o 

All this together with six alleged criminal attacks upon 
each girl,* happened in the time it took the train to make the 
run from Stevenson to Faint Rock s a distance of thirty- eight 
miles 0 The sheriff and an armed posse halted the train at Paint 
Rock* Only nine of the twenty to thirty Negroes who had boarded 
the train regained on it a They' were arrested and placed in ,1a il 
at Scottsboro,* the county seat of Jackson county 5 as were the 
two girls and two white men found on the train 0 

It seems clear that the officials of the law at Seottsboro 
intended at first only to charge the nine Negro defendants, who 
ranged in age from fourteen to twenty years , with the crimes of 
fighting and stealing a ride fl But when it was discovered that two 
of the four white "men 1 ' were women in men ? s clothings the girls 
were vigorously questioned as to whether or * not sex off e ftgear had 
been committed on them by the Negroes « It s ¥§ cl l E %port , e , o^' r'eliably 
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that for some time they asserted that none had been committed* 
Meantime news of the arrest and especially of discovery of the 
sex of two of the whites had spread through the. vicinity^ A 
crowd which grew rapidly gathered about the jail 9 ominously 
working up its rage and seeking a leader to stage a wholesale 
lynching » Two white local physicians were summoned to examine 
the girls o They later testified that they found the girls "In 
normal condition, mentally and physically* w 

WILD RUMORS 

An infinite number of rumors (none the less potent be<> 
cause many of them untrue) swept through the town like a prairie 
fire 0 All manner of unbelievable atrocities had been perpe- 
trated upon the two girls which P with each retelling, became 
more f iendish* At the same rate the reputations of the girls 
grew speedily more pure and unblemished 0 Huddled in terror in- 
side the tiny country Jail s the nine Negro lads, only two of 
whom^ according to their story* had even so much as seen each 
other until they met in the Scottsboro jailp listened to the 
steadily mounting roar of the blood-hungry mob outside 0 

So ominous did it become that officers after nightfall 
bundled the boys into motor ears and hurried them away to a 
stronger jail at Gadsden* 

A week later the defendants were returned to Scottsboro 
and speedily indicated on charges of rape? a fortnight later they 
went on trial » 

As required by law when penniless defendants face trial 
where death is a possible verdicts Judge A<> J 0 Hawkins assigned 
to the defense the entire Jackson County bar* consisting of 
seven lawyers* Six hastily made excuses and were relieved by 
the court from the obligation of serving 0 One remained on the 
case— Milo Moody 9 getting along in years but true to his reputa- 
tion of being a mild village iconoclast* willing to take hope- 
less cases o 

Into the courtroom walked a white lawyer from Chattanooga 
to ask permission of the court to assist in the defense* A 
group of Negro ministers and members of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People had been stirred to action 
by the impending danger to the youthful defendants and by the 
far from groundless fear that their constitutional rights would 
be gravely endangered in such an atmosphere when charged with 
such an offense D Knowing it would have been useless if not 
suicidal for a Negro lawyer to have appeared at Scottsboro , they 
retained Stephen R<, Roddy* the only white lawyer in Chattanooga 
who., so far as they knew^ dared face the hostile mobo

judge Hawkins challenged Roddy at once* declaring that 
if the Qhatanopira, lawyer had been retained to defend the nine 
boysj, he would relieve the Scottsboro Bar from its responsi- 
bility o Knowing the hostility any lawyer from outside the town 
and State would encounter s and being himself unfamiliar with 
Alabama legal procedure 9 Roddy explained to the judge that he 
had not "exactly been retained" but would like permission to 
assist Mro Moody o After some discussion this was permitted^ and 
the tris£Ls proceded* 

DEFEASE IMPERFECT 

The defense provided the nine boys fell considerably 
short of perfection* Appallingly hostile was the atmosphere 
already o But that hostility knew no hounds ^ and the faint chanc 
of getting into the official record of the trial sufficient 
basis for appeal to a higher court went glimmering when it be- 
came known that Judge Hawkins had received a bombastic tele- 
graphic threat from a Communist organization in Hew York C.ity s 
the International Labor Defense , which intemperately asserted 
that the presiding judge "would be held personally responsible 
unless the nine defendants are immediately released,*"* 

With sickening rapidity one after another of the boys 
was found guilty and sentenced to deatho Only one escaped the 
death penalty 0 The prosecutor asked only for life imprisonment 
for him because the defendant had just then attained his four- 
teenth birthday* But seven jurors were adamant for the death 
penalty for him as wello 

The prospect of early deaths for the other eight appeased 
the crowd o 

Steps were promptly taken by the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People^, aided by the Commission 
on Interracial Go-operation snd other bo dies s to appeal the 
case to the Alabama Supreme Court 5 since careful investigation 
had established more than reasonable doubts of the innocence 
of most if not all of the defendants c When the' boys were safe- 
ly incarcerated in the stout Kilby State Prison., near Montgomery 
two of them who had testified against several of their co-defend 
ants now declared in affidavits that they had been induced to do 
so by beating and by threats that they would be shot down in the 
courtroom if they varied in the slightest from the stories they 
were forced to tello All nine of the boys vehemently protested 
their innocence , declaring that had they had the faintest notion 
they were to be accused of any crime p however trivial^, they too 
would have fled the train between Stevenson and Paint Rock as 
did others of the original twenty to thirty Negroes who had 
boarded the ill-fated train at Stevenson* 



COUNSEL SELECTED 

The Advancement Association sent its secretary to the 
scene to co-operate with its branches in Chattanooga and Alabama 
and to select counsel to perfect appeals 0 He retained the out- 
standing criminal law firm of the State$ one of whose members 
had for fourteen years served on the beneho Later <, Clarence 
Darrow agreed to join counsel retained by the HAACF for the de- 
fense o 

But while these investigations and negotiations were 
proceedings a new element entered the cases which simultaneously 
complicated them to an unbelievable degree and 3 at the same time^ 
made them the most notable test of strength to date between those 
who seek justice for the Hegro through American forms of govern- 
ment and those who seek to spread Communist propaganda among 
American Negroes P 

With a blare of trumpets the Co mm^nisJi seized upon the 
^co'ttshoro convictions <, It was, they realized, a golden oppor- 
tunity to put into effect the plan decided upon by the Third 
Inter rationale and upon which they had been assidously working 
but with only a modicum of success— to capitalise Hegro unrest 
in the United States against lynching 9 jim crowisrr^ proscription* 
and inaulto As far back as 1925 a segregated wing of Communism^ 
"The American Negro Labor Congress P M which later became iil 2he 
League of Struggle for Negro Rights/*' had held at Chicago a 
convention to win Negroes to the cause of Communism*, 

0?hese efforts at organization were based upon the theory 
that the Kegroes are the most oppressed group in the United States 
and., therefore^ should be the most fertile field for revolution- 
ary propaganda^ The Scottsboro case offered the most dramatic 
opportunity yet afforded for this campaign 

Representatives of the International Labor Defense called 
on Mr 0 Eoddy and sought to get him away from those who had re- 
tained him prior to the trial at ScottsborOo 

Communist Billingsgate 

Immediately all the floods of American Communist billings*- 
gp.te were loosed upon the Chattanooga lawyer * He was accused in 
the Daily V, r orkei» 3 the Communist organ a of being a member of the 
tin rlux Klan of having conspired with the prosecution to electro- 
cute the nine boys* of having been the inmate of an insane^asflmn 

SPECIAL COMMITTEE 

A special committee to raise funds for defense was or- 
ganized by the ILTJ among well-known writers of liberal tendencies 



such as Theodore Dreiser* Lincoln Steffens, John Bos Passos* 
Burton Rascoe 9 Lola Ridge a and Floyd Dell 0 Many thousands of 
letters appealing for funds to aid in defense were sent to white 
and colored individuals o With remarkable efficiency a house to 
house canvass was made of practically every Negro community^ 
especially in the larger cities of the country^ and leaflets, 
mag amines 9 and copies of the Daily Worker were deposited in each 
home or apartments Negro ministers were asked to permit Gommunist 
speakers to address their congregations and solicit funds for de- 
fense o Such permission was in many cases granted until these 
ministers became suspicious because of the Communist attacks, on 
the NAACF . Mothers of some of the defendants were convinced that 
every foand xray turned against t&eir boys save those of the Com~ 
ttmn.istjj that everyone else was "'a tool of the capitalists" and 
was seeking to have their boys electrocuted or hangedo Some of 
the parents and relatives^ carried about the country to address- 
meetings with speeches written for them 5 were insulated carefully 
from contact with any persons who might be of other than Gom- 
munist opinions. A few of them, of hutfble background and with 
meager educational and other advantages s b elieved the only way 
their boys can be saved from the electric chair will be through 
Communist "mass action,," One of them is reported by the warden 
of Kilby Prison as having been so thoroughly convinced of this fact 
that she stood* arms akimbo 9 in the foyer of the prison and loudly 
asserted of the secretary of the National Association for Advance- 
ment of Colored People that "I just wish I could get my hands on 
bim— OPd wring his neck~<« trying to get my boy electrocuted*" 

Particularly determined was the Gommunist assault on that 
organisation which • for twenty- two years ., has had a notable re- 
cord of victories in State and Federal courts in nrotecting the 
Negro's constitutional rights <■ 

COMMUNIS T TRICKS 

The Communists sought vigorously to weaken or destroy 
confidence in this organization and to injure the reputation it 
had built up over a period of two decades « Its officers were 
attacked as being "in league with the lyncher -bosses of the 
Souths * r as plotters to "murder the Scottsboro martyrs as 
sycophantic "tools of the capitalists « " Determined efforts were 
made to break up meetings of the NAACP S in some instances police 
officers being necessary to avert serious disorder* Communists 
were scattered throughout the audiences and* at a prearranged 
signal^ began to shout for the right to be heard „ When this was 
denied., handfuls of Communist literature were flung into the air 
and such disorder created as to break up some of the meetings 0 
A favorite device would be for a Communist to anno\->nce that one 
of the "mothers" was present and demanded the right to speak* 
When at first such permission was granted* a Commun*.st would 
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make a lengthy harangue on Communism as an . "Introduction,, rp 
When the supply of "mothers'* was inadequate to cover such 
meetings substitutes were found* All over the country "mothers" 
were produced? in one instance the "mother 3 " presented had lived 
In that northern city for upwards of twenty years 0 Bdltors 
of Negro newspapers were approached with Proposals to divide 
the money raised locally in exchange for boosting of Communist 
meetings o 

And what was the soil into which the Oommunist pro- 
paganda fell? 

Usually the last to be hired and first to be fired* 
kept out of the skilled and semi-skilled trades even xvhen amply 
qualified by ability and training to perform skilled work at 
correspondingly higher wages* the Negro unquestionably is suf- 
fering during this period of distress more than almost any 
other group 0 

NEGROES EMBITTERED 

It is through such an embittered Negro world that the 
Communists sought to spread their theories and to gain a large 
following o Many Negroes looked upon the Communists as a new 
Messiah^ a new Moses to lead them from the bondage which had 
become unbearable o With Jesuitical zeal and cleverness the 
American Communist agitator sought to fan this flame of dis» 
content which the slave trader 9 the lyncher t the disfranchise^ 
the denier of decent jobs and wages and homes had lighted and 
kept alive through three centuries Q All this was centered about 
the Scottsboro cases as the basis for a highly emotional appeal 0 

When this campaign of threats was denounced by non« 
Communist organizations like the NAAC'-P* the vials of wrath of 
Communist publications poured upon them and they were denounced 
as ^traitors n and as conspirators to execute the boys* 

Seldom in the history of modern times has a field so 
fruitful been ready and waiting* That the opportunity to 
take lasting advantage of this was lost is almost entirely due 
to the shortsightedness of the leaders of the Communist party 
in the United States . Had they been more intelligent, honest* 
and truthful there is no way of estimating how deeply they 
night have penetrated into Negro life and consciousness ■> At 
the beginning of the Scottsboro Case they talked much and often 
of a "united front/* but it was soon to be seen that all who 
did not submit wholly to Communist dictation were classed and 
branded as ^enemies" ana tt tools of the capitalists/ 1 The sus- 
picion began to grow in the Negro mind—and this suspicion was 
more than confirmed- -that at least some of the Communists did 



not want the nine boys saved but sought instead to make 
^martyrs™ of thorn for purposes of spreading Communist pro- 
paganda among Negroes o Negroes realised that ill»advised p 
threatening tactics would serve no other immediate purpose 
than to make their own lot infinitely harder j that enemies 
of the Negro would surely utilize Communist agitation as a 
pretext for refusal to remedy bad conditions 9 for stifling 
legitimate nrotest by Negroes through attributing it to 
"Communist" propaganda „ Disillusionment replaced the hope 
which the Communist orators had br ought 0 

REMEDY FOR CO^IOTISM 

It is unfortunate that the American leaders of Com- 
munism were not blessed with more common sense 0 

Among Negroes the pendulum swung sharply away from 
the American Communist program^ even among those of intelligence 
who had lookod, if not with sympathy* at least with interest 
upon the economic and social experiment in Soviet Russia 0 

In the meantime the United States can, if it will 3 
learn a lesson from these cas.,3,., tragically so typical of three 
centuries of oppression of the Nogro hereo The Negro is not 
turning red just yet)* but that circumstance is due chiefly to 
the blunders of the Communists , 

There is but one • effective and intelligent way in which 
to counteract Communist efforts at proselyting among American 
Negroes $ and that method is drastic revision of the almost 
chronic American indifference to the Negro's plight* Give him 
jobss decent living conditions^ and homes » Assure him of jus- 
tice in the courts and protection of life and property in 
Mississippi as well as in New Yorko Put an end to flagrant and 
unchecked disregard of the Negroes constitutional right to vote 0 
In briefs, the only antidote to the spread among American Negroes 
of revolutionary doctrines is evenhanded justice 0

their way into Negro organizations to learn' the inside workings, to 
control policy a to make these organizations follow the Communist 
line* Many Negro organizations have been signing petitions 9 introduc- 
ing resolutions, sending protests, and joining delegations on matters 
that have been put up to them by the Communists in their midst 9 

The way for Negroes to keep control of their organizations 
is not to bar Communists from member ship , but to out-work them and 
out-vote them in meetings <> They never have many in any one organi- 
zation s but those few Communists attend meetings regularly * They 
get themselves on committees* and then they attend Committee meetings » 
Suppose a group has an executive committee of fifteen persons , with 
only two Commies or close fellow travelers among thenu That would 
seem to be a safe margin, a good democratic representation., But only 
about seven members attend committee meetings • The two Commies are 
always present 0 Nearly always they have at least one friend each on 
the committee whom they can influence. Thus they control the little 
executive committee of seven or eight *

bers is being made to say things and do things that two Commies and 
their two friends want said and done* Many of our organizations in 
smaller communities are flattered at the attention they are suddenly 
getting from some whites* They are very glad to welcome whites who 
say they are against segregation, that they wrnt to help the 1?

civil rights within our jurisdiction and presents the facts to the Criminal 
Division of the Department of Justice for determination ^.s to prosecution. 
Uo reference should be made to any specific number of civil rights ctses 
being handled by the Bureau, but it should be pointed out that the Bureau iu 
m investigative agency and makes no recorcaendation as to prosecution of ^ny 
natter within its jurisdiction. Scae offices receiving copies of this letter 
ere in possession of cockle ta information on two current civil rights cises, 
but for*" the inforjctlon of all offices, these eases are fceiau: set forth briefly* 

She first of these is the ease tcalnst defers of the Ku Oux K2an in 
Ltorth Carolina, Briefly, ten former sobers of the Fair Bluff KLavera, Fair 
Bluff , Korth Ccrolina, were arrested by Bureau Agents on iebruary l6, l'>52, and 
cubseguently indicted by a federal Grand Jury on two counts: one - for 
violation of the Kidnapping Statute, and two - on general conspiracy, Ins 
indictment charged i&e subjects with kiOna£piac and flogging Dorothy I*. Martin 
and Ben Grainger, both of the white race, Subsequent to their arrest, an 
edditioad subject was identified, arrested and indicted. On Kay 12, 1952- 
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all eleven subjects wsre tried before Judge Boa Cilliam after they hi& 
waived trial by jury. One defendant, George Miller, was found not guilty 
and the remaining ten were all found, guilty on both counts, Sentences 
ranged fron twelve months to five years* 

Efce other case concerns a riot in Cicero, Illinois, which lias been 
given considerable publicity* Briefly, a landlord rented an apartatent in 
an apartment building to one Harvey Evans Clark, Junior, a Negro who, with 
his wife and two children, attested to stove into the building on June 6, 
1951* She City of Cicero up to that time had no tfegro residents and this 
action resulted in the landlord's receiving threats. She Cicero Police 
fcepartcsent was placed on guard duty at 'the apartment house and when Claris 
attempted to taove in, he was dissuaded by the police. Clark and his family s 
decided not to move into the apartment and filed a lawsuit against the 
Cicero Police Department and other officials requesting damages and protection. 
On June £6, 1951, an injunction was issued in Federal Court instructing 
that the victims be afforded protection so that they might siove into the 
epartnent. Xhe Clarke .moved into the apartjiient on July 10, 1951, with 
police protection but they did not physically occupy it due to a large 
congregation of people around the building. 

On the night of July 10 and the early juorning of July 11, a 
riotous situation developed gnd the Cicero Police Department and other 
local authorities could not control the crowd* £he Governor of Illinois 
ordered the State Militia to the area on July 12, after which order was 
restored. 

Considerable investigation was conducted by the Bureau and the 
federal Grand Jury on Eeceaber 13, 19^1. returned tin indictment on two 
counts charging the local town officials of Cicero and certain police 
officers with violation of the Civil Bights Statute and general conspiracy* 
Ihose charged with conspiracy to violate one of the Civil lights Statutes were 
the Chief of Police, the Mayor, the Sown Attorney and the ittre Jtarshal • 
ate first three of these officials and u police sergeant ml two patrolmen 
of the Police Department were also charged with a violation of one of the 
Civil nights Statutes.

The Bureau has noted that the results of the program 
on an over-all basis are definitely encouraging, A number of 
individuals have been receptive upon being contacted" and several 
informants of real value have already been developed. 

Each office should make every effort to conduct as 
many interviews as possible with active Communist Party mem- 
bers in the immediate future. The Bureau feels that this 
program is the best solution to the need for good producing 
security informants on an immediate basis and the success of 
the program will largely depend "on the number of properly 
prepared contacts made under it. For this reason the program 
should be expedited as much as possible.

It is noted that you intend to concentrate 
on interviews with members of the Socialist Workers 
Party and the Independent Socialist League in the 
immediate j'uture. The Bureau feels that informant 
coverage in these two organisations is important and 
positive steps should, of course, be taken by your 
office to establish adequate coverage among members 
of these organisations* 

In view of the relative sise of these 
organisations as compared to the Communist Party 
in your territory , however, the Bureau feels that 
you should not concentrate the entire strength of your 
security informant squad in this dir ection» It will

In connection with the program ourrentlly to effect in this office to 
develop additional Security Inf oiraants, especially in the Communist field, 
it is desired to call to the Bureau's attention certain problems and make 
certain suggestions in order to increase the informant coverage* As the Bureau 
is aware, under the toiler Program it is necessary that agent* assigned to the 
topleV Oroup participate in these interviews, The policy has been to use the 
Xoplev agents exclusively in the interviews and not to have the agent who may 
have the case assigned to him participate. %fch reference to the Security 
Informant Program Group comprising those potentials below the top level in the 
Communist Party, agents having the cases assigned to them have participated 
with the agents on the Informant Oroup in conducting the interviews* She Bureau 
has improved the utilisation of 6 agents for top2ev interviews and 8 agents for 
the regular Security 2hf ormant Program Oroup, fhis office has attempted to 
increase the number of interviews conducted by these sgents and has been 
successful to a certain degree and still have full security. Nevertheless, X 
do feel t hat this program must be expanded if we are to have the number of 
Security dormant* expected of us by the Bureau, I feel that there are not

Y&th reference to the resident agencies, it is felt that there must 
be a considerable improvement in the nunfeer of interviews conducted. In follow* 
ing the Bureau's instructions as up to this date, agents assigned to the progrsEJ 
working out of the headquarters city have gone into the resident agencies and 
assisted the resident agents in these interviews* It is felt that due to the 
experience of the agents assigned to the resident agencies, these agents are 
capable of handHng their own interviews without the necessity of agente assigned 
to headquarters participating as long as they have received the proper instructions*

SA JSHBABA entered on duty on 3/3/hl And is at the present tiina in 
grade GS-12. He has been in the Jfew Xork Office sinco S/8/Sb. It is believed 
that he can capably handle this assignment. 

lb is felt that the number of agents working full time from this 
section on the program should not be increased but rather 20 agents bo approved 
by the Bureau for these interviews on a part time basis. These agents Trill stall 
have oases assigned to them but will participate periodically with another agent 
to whom a potential security informant is assi^ied in conducting the interview. 
This will mean that the number of interviews conducted should increase considerably. 
It is understood that if the Bureau authorizes the utilisation of these agents, they 
also will receive the same indoctrination course as indicated for the resident 
agents.

It is to bo noted that the number of interviews under both 
of the above programs has been steadily increasing, and will 
undoubtedly continue to do so. The number of actual informants 
developed will, of course, vary. However, since this depends 
entirely on number of intorviex^s made, the numbor of informants will 
definitely increase. 

As the Bureau is aware, a change has bjen recently 
instituted in thi3 office. Under the Security Informant Program, 
fyQ additional headquarters city agents plus 13 resident agents have 
been approved to assist in this program under a pact-time basis. This 
change will drastically increase the numbor of interviews conducted 
and presumably increase the number of informants developed in the 
future ,

ReNYlet to Bureau dated 2/11/53 in which various reasons 
were set out for the desirability of increasing the number of 
agents authorized to participate in the Security Informant 
Program, It will "be noted that it was recommended that 20 
agents from the Internal Security Section and 20 agents from 
the Security Matter Section be authorized for this purpose as 
well ay certain resident agents. The Bureau by Airtel dated 
2/I8/53 approved our recommendation on condition that they would 
be properly schooled and Indoctrinated, These instructions were 
followed. 



This office feels that increasing the number of agents 
authorised to participate in this program has worked to the 
advantage of the Bureau. It is now possible to interview many 
more PSI*s than previously. Further, it is felt that since the 
only acents recommended for such participation are those 
with the experience and ability to handle such interviews that 
they are being as successfully handled as the original group 
trained by the Bureau < This office further feels that even though 
the Security Informant Program has been greatly accelerated in 
the pact few months, it desires to further accelerate it. It 
has been very clear as a result of these interviews that the 
CP members have received instructions not to talk with the agents. 
There are now indications that these instructions extend to 
their advising the agents that they will not talk to them 
without a lawyer. What their future instructions may be, of 
course, cannot be anticipated. Nevertheless, it is felt that 
they are no doubt making every effort to combat the Bureau's 
proeram and thus it becomes important that asmany interviews as 
possible be handled in the shortest period of time consistent 
with other expedite work in the office, we presently have 
approximately 275 outstanding PSI»s f It is not believed that 
this is an excessive backlog.

On the other hand, it is felt desirable in view of the previously 
set out reasons to increase the number of agents authorized to 
handle these interviews another 20 agents on a part time basis 
on the Internal Security Section. If this is done, it will 
mean that a large number of interviews can be conducted each 
month without interfering to an unreasonable extent with the 
expedite work presently assigned to the agents on the Internal 
Security Section. Bureau authority is, therefore, requested 
for the utilization of the following agents part time on the 
Security Informant Program with the understanding that they will 
participate only after they are properly schooled and indoctrinated 
by Bureau-trained agents. It is to be noted that this request 
does not inaay way involve the Toplev Program.

The "Morning Frelheit" of September 5* 1953* on page k, columns 
3-fc«5, (continued on page 6, columns 2-3-4) contained an article by ABRAHAM 
BICK entitled "Solidarity With The. Persecuted - Or With The Persecutors?" 

A translation of this article is "being furnished the Bureau for 
its information and for any use the article nay be to the Bureau's Research 
Desk* 

In one of my previous articles ("Morning Frelheit", Saturday, 
August 29) I pointed out that, in the current wild anti-Soviet incitement 
campaign, the English- Jewish magazine, the "American Hebrew", played into 
the hands of the aggressive Imperialists and, thereby, betrayed its own 
tradition of 50 years ago, when it published sharp articles against war and 
racism. Today I should like to write about an outstanding organization, 
with wonderful folk-traditions, certain of whose leaders have joined the 
McCarthy inquisition committee and are trying to assist it in its witch-hunt 
against "subversive" elements in order to "save Jewish honor" and defend the 
"best Jewish interests", - as these sages of the organization understand them, 

I am concerned here with the memorandum by the "Anti-Defamation 
league" of the Order "B*nai B*rith" concerning a conference between the 
leaders of the League, together with representatives of the "American Jewish 
Committee" , and the chairman of the inquisitorial "Un-American" Committee, 
Congressman Velde and his assistants* 

This memorandum which, incidentally, they call "confidential, not 
for publication" , - in fear or shame of the Jewish people, thousands of whom 
belong to the oldest fraternal order, the B'nai B f rith - this document is an 
agreement with the McCarthy-Velde committee aimed at helping this committee 
uncover, by means of information supplied, Jewish victims of McCarthy terror, 
and, hereafter, it will try to withdraw from the Committee the slightest 
trace of anti^semitlsm* In short, the B f nal B'rlth committee promised 
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McCarthy and Velde that it would be at their service and would cooperate 
in "unmasking" the Jewish "subversives" who were called in* 

This secret agreement , Which is aimed at whitewashing McCarthylcm, 
bears the stamp of the traditional, flattering, subservient policy which 
low-brow leaders have always practiced, all during Jewish history. 

It is true that, in accordance with ancient Jewish concept, 
cooperation with the people in power by supplying them with information 
about opponents, has always been condemned by all conscientious and honest 
Jews. However, unfortunately, almost two thousand years of experience has 
proven that there have been such Jews who, talcing advantage of religion in 
the struggle with an external enemy, renounced their religious convictions 
when their econ o mic interests were at stake. 

Among the Jews, as among other people, the ideologic concepts 
about freedom for the people, about sacrificing one's life for the Jews, has 
experienced a continued development, Jews, like non-Jews, in various times, 
in the name of their religion and patriotism, (ideolised? } the relations 
between patriarchs and slave in ancient times, (an instance of this is 
Babbi Afciba, who rebelled against Borne and who was betrayed by a Jewish 
informant); between lord and vassals during feudalism; between finance- 
magnates and the proletariat during the bourgeois epoch* 

2xl the l£>th Century, when the martyr Shlomo Mulchu came to Rome, 
Yakob Martin, the' Jewish community leader of Venice, informed on him to the 
state. Other leaders, rich men and community big-wigs, "government rabbis", 
(some of them fore-runners of that contemptible creature "rabbi Schults") 
were not ashamed to be Informers against those who disturbed the peace of 
the powerful Jews* 

The Wilna Rabbi of the Czar's "Ofehranka", who accompanied Sirsh 
Le&ert to the gallows, those religionists of Lodz and Shedlita who banned 
stri&es, forgot Babbl Akiba*s ideal of opposing a state which was engaged in 
suppression. 

We are engaged in a struggle between old interests and a new ideal,* 
in a struggle between that which is entrenched and that which ia new, - a 
fight between community heads, powerful people, big rabbis, and the aspirations 
of the people for delivery, for social Justice and freedom* Shis was the 
determining factor in Rabbi Akiba'e time, in the time of Hirsh Jiekert, and 
it is the determining factor today, in the year 1953, when American reaction 
is forging chains for thousands of people who are fighting for the American 
traditions of freedom of speech, thought and press. 

If the community leaders in the Kiddle Ages and in the 20th Century 
acted thus, why should certain wheels of the Order 3 'sal B'rith act otherwise? 
Herein lies the "historic Justification" for the modem subserviente who 
place themselves at the service of McCarthy and Veldel 

Shis shows, again, how these so-called "patriotic" Jews fall for 
their own anti-progressive incitement, so that they are prepared to Join 
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forces with the worst reactionaries, with anti-semites, and, for that, every 
means is acceptable • 

To us, the secret agreement between certain leaders of the B'nai 
B'rith (or the Ant 1 -Defamation League) and McCarthy is no great surprise . 
But ve do concentrate our attention on this act, and we do direct the 
attention of the readers to this disgraceful agreement only "because it is 
necessary once again to underscore that this instance gives us the opportunity 
once again to underscore the historic truth that every movement, public or 
cultural organization, if it follows the path of reaction, must betray 
its own beginning, its past. 

The order. B'nai B'rith is the oldest public Jewish organization in 
the United States . It vas founded 110 years ago by a number of liberal 
German Jews, common people, many of them refugees from reactionary Germany, 
The aim of those founders was * to unite the Jewish citizens and make them 
socially conscious and culturally aware. 

This small group of socially-minded people, vho came together on 
the East Bids of Hew lork over a hundred years ago, agreed to organize a 
new organization which should "under one flag, bring together all the Jews 
in the United States, without regard to their religious convictions, 
geographic derivation or economic station", (See the book "In The Service 
Of The People", almanac of the Jewish People's Fraternal Order, 1917* page 
261,) 

In the constitution of that organization, which they gave the 
name B'nai B'rith (Sons Of The Bund), they gave, as one of their aims; 
"To unite all Jews to work for their best interests and for the interests 
of all mankind) to develop and uplift the mental and moral character of the 
Jewish population of the United States; to come to the aid of the victims of 
persecution " » " ~™" w ' " ~ "' ' ~ 

So did a hundred years have to pass so that the far-offspring of 
the grandfathers on the East Side would betray their great heritage, betray 
the very fundamental principles of the constitution, solidify themselves 
with the persecutors instead of with the persecuted! 

Haturally, the greater majority of the members of the B'nai B'rith 
are not responsible for the actions of certain leaders* But they do owe an- 
answer to themselves and to the Jewish people of the united States. The 
B'nai B'rith members can do this by publicly unmasking the secret agreement 
between their leaders and the McCarthy -Velde committee. 
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She latter advised that it was against Jewish law to volunteer information ^7 
detrimental to another Jew to the authorities, However, if a Jew is subpoenaed, 
the civil lav supercedes the religious law, and he must testify against 
another Jew.
